The game was played in a carnival atmosphere after a 
parade of past South Melbourne players and a kick-off 
by Number One ticket holder, the Premier, Jeff 
Kennett. 

The crowd of 12,000 did not have to wait long to 
celebrate. A looping Con Boutsianis header after just 


three minutes gave South a dream start, but worse was 
to come. 

The Bergers were awarded a penalty after Jason Polak 
stopped a goalbound Alex Kiratzoglou shot with his 
hand. Polak was sent off and Peter Tsolakis, a former 
South Melbourne player, scored from the spot. 

South then had a chance from a penalty as well, after 
Berger, Ang Koutos, handled a cross from Francis 
Awaritefe. 

Durakovic’s penalty was saved however, and the sides 
went to the half-time break level. 

Frank Arok, who was sitting on the South bench for 
the first time, pushed Paul Trimboli back into midfield 
and that brought the desired result when he created a 
chance for Awaritefe to shoot South Melbourne in 
front once more. 

The Lakers then comfortably controlled the game and 
new boy, Ivan Kelic, scored a double to complete the 
scoring at 4-1.. 

Middle Park was farewelled in a style that only South 
Melbourne knows how.
